MINERS FINALLY IS LEARNED 
Out in a small California mining town today 
friends and relatives mourn the tragic deaths of 
47 men who lost their lives deep in th ^ bowels 
of the earth, where they had gone to-toil lor a 
livelihood. 
The discovery of the bodies of the 47 miners in 
the deep shaft of the Argonaut gold mine yester- 


■ * if 
day ended a period of tragic suspense such as 
seldom is found in human experience. For more 
than three weeks heroic efforts had been made 
by rescue workers to reach the miners who had 
been entombed in the mine shaft by an explosion. 
Fire and deadly gasses, caving in of walls and 
necessity for blasting through solid rock in order 
to reach the level on which the men had worked, 
made the rescue efforts difficult and the progress 
of the rescue crews slow.

Frof. D. WÍ Herring, writing in the Scientific

Dr. Herring in his scientific article says that 
weather control is not regarded as unscientific and 
that meteorologists are not hopeless of accom­ 
plishing it.—-Anniston Star.
